A HISTORY OF WASHINGTON, D.C. TO BE TAUGHT THIS SUMMER AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The Smithsonian’s Great Hall, the Woodrow 
Wilson House, and the Anacostia Neighborhood Muserm are some of the 
unique classroom locations for a course taught this summer on 
"A History of Washington, D.C." at The George Washington University. 
Students will learn about current urban and local history, historic 
preservation and research sources and methods. 

Special•emphasis will be placed on the relationship of social 
history to the modern physical city, a theme to be illustrated 
through a series of walking tours in the neighborhoods of DuPont 
Circle, Mt. Pleasant, Anacostia, and the near north suburbs of 
Rockville and Takoma Park. Students will take a guided bus trip 
from Georgetown to Howard University, followed by a visit to LeDroit 
Park. 

Class topics will include Special Issues in the Emerging Capital 
from 1840-70, Early Residential Growth and Development, City 
Modernization, The Planned City, Old and New Anacostia, The Black 
Experience in 20th Century Washington, and Social and Political Issues 
in 20th Century Washington.

Commencement Speaker and Honorary Degree recipient is U.S. District Court Judge 
Sarah Tilghman Hughes, of the Northern District of Texas. Judge Hughes is the 
first woman to address a GW law school commencement. 

A native of Baltimore and 1917 graduate of Goucher College, she joined the D.C. 
police department as a policewoman in 1919 and received her law degree from GW in 
1922. She practiced law in Dallas, became a member of the Texas legislature and 
served as a state court judge before her appointment to the U.S. District Court by 
President Kennedy in 1961. Following the Kennedy assassination in 1963, she admin¬ 
istered the oath of office to President Johnson. At 8l, Judge Hughes still hears 
cases in her courtroom in Dallas. 

NOTE: Approximately 320 students will receive law degrees Sunday. The names of 
the students meriting highest honors will be announced at the ceremony. Judge Hughes 
and the students will be available for photos beginning at 1 p.m. in the Smith Center
